Armour & Co. and Swift 4 Co., Chicago’s largest packers, seem 
entitled te the counterfeit thin dime annually awarded to the corporations 
paying the lowest wages. 

At Fox Lake and other lakes they are paying a net wage after deduct- 
ing bed and board of $10.50 a week fer a 10-hour day, six-day week in the 
ice harvest. The hourly rate is 27% cents, making $16.50 a week. For 
a bed in the bunkhouse and for company meals $6 a week is checked off. 
Only ablebodied, hardy men can stand the work of cutting and storing ice 
fer 5 hours a day at this season.

Starving Doctors 


Latest in Germany 


(By The Federated Press) 

BERLIN.—Free lunches for doc- 
tors are the latest form of charity 
in Berlin. The lot of the German 
medical man is such that hundreds 
of physicians, if not thousands, are 
literally starving. The average Ger- 
man is so impoverished that con- 
giders the doctor to be about the 
last luxury that he can afford. 

Already countless physicians have 
gone into other professions. 
other day one appeared at my house 
to sell me some steel engravings 
by celebrated German masters. “

Casualties of Peace 


The statistical market is now clogged with 
shiploads of reports indicating the great pros- 
perity of the employing class in 1923. To 
make a perusal of these voluminous reports one 
has to wade thru billions of dollars of profits 
on paper. 

Occasionally the investigator is fortunate 
enough to come across a report. showin'z the 
price paid by the workers for producing these 
fabulous profits for the capitalists. Such a re- 
port is the one issued by the New York State 
Industrial Commissioner, Bernard L. Shientag, 
on the extent of industrial accidents. 


This report is most instructive. It shows the 
other side of the ledger in our industrial sys- 
tem. It shows the casualties of peace suffered 
by the workers. If the last fiscal year one out 
of every twelve workingmen in New York 
State was injured. Out of every 3,000 work- 
ers in the Empire State one was killed, while 
at work, or died from injury or disease suf- 
fered or contracted while at work,“ in the year 
ending June 30, 1923. 

The price paid by the workers for enriching 
their Hosses is getting bigger and bigger. In 
the first six months of 1923 the number of 
casualties suffered by the industrial workers 
increased 25 per cent over the number in the 
corresponding period of 1922. The increase 
over the same period of 1921 was 30 ꝓer cent. 

In the main these terrible conditions 
forced og the wage workers arise from the 
greed of the capitalists for gigantic profits. 
Many industrial experts agree that two out of 
every three industrial accidents can be avoid- 
ed. In recent years the campaigns of speeding

The 
bureaus will collect statistical mate- 
rial dealing with the number, sex, 


age and profession of immigrants and 


emigrants. They must likewise col- 
lect comparative material on the 
wages of all countries, on dearths, 
on the labor market, on the workers’ 
protection laws, on methods of em- 
ployment and also general informa- 
tion of interest to migrating work- 
ers. These inquiries and activities 
will yield the possibility of a minute 
study into the problem of migration.. 
2. In all countries of immigra-

“The Iron Heel“ — That is dhe 
forceful expression which Jack Lon- 
don uses in order to characterize the 
Plutocracy. The book which bears 
this title appeared in the year 1907. 
It portrays the conflict which one day 
will break out between the Plutocracy 
and the People, if the gods in their 
anger so permit. Ah! Jack Lon- 
don possessed that genius which per- 
ceives that which remains hidden 
from the mass of men. He possessed 
powers which enabled him to antici- 
pate things. He foresaw all those 
events which are being enacted in 


our times. That fearful drama which |‘ 


he presented in the “Iron Heel” has, 
up to the present, not become an ac- 
tuality and we do not know where and 
when this prophesy of the American 
disciple of Marx will be realized. 


Jack London was a socialist, in fact 1 


even a revolutionary socialist. The 
man who, in his book, discerns the 
True and foresees the Future with its 
Wisdom, Strength and Goodness is 
named Ernest Everhard. He, like 
the author, had been a worker who 
earned his bread with the labor of 
his hands. For you must know that 
that the man who wrote fifty wonder- 
ful volumes, all permeated with the 
defiant and challenging spirit of life 
and who died young, was the son of 
a worker and began his magnificent 
career in a factory. Ernest Everhard 
is full of courage and wisdom, full of 
strength and gentleness, all of which 
qualities are common to him and the 
writer who has created him. And 
in order to complete the similarity 
existing between the two, the author 
gives his hero a wife possessing a 
great soul and a strong mind, whom 
her husband makes a socialist. And 
we know that Charmian,“ together 
with her husband Jack, withdrew 
from the Labor Party so soon as this 
party betrayed signs of moderatism.
